Peacetime- Invasion 
A peacetime American invasion 


of Europe has been suggested by 
Sen. Owen Brcwster as a help to- 
ward getting the war-weary coun- 
tries back on their fiscal feet. Mr. 
Brewster would open up a second 
front in England and on the conti- 
nent with a large force of tourists. 
Their spending, he believes, would 


•S be a pleasant means of building,up 
American "imports" and 
Europ- 
ean dollar balances. 
This suggestion would have been 


impossible, of course, without the 
airplane. Before the wax American 
travel in Europe was largely con- 
fined to businessmen, people with 
plenty of money and leisure, and 
schoolteachers who, though not too 
ilush, had a nice long 
vacation. 


For the millions who get two weeks 
olt' a year, the long boat trip made 
a European holiday too short to be 
worth while, even if they had the 


,j5 money. 
- 
Now the time problem has been 


solved. But • there are still 
draw- 


backs in the Brewster plan. Plane 
fares are about $100 too high, due 
to the insistence of Britian's govern- 
ment-monopoly airlines. Travel re- 
strictions and red tape arc irksome. 
These conditions can and should be 
remedied. If Mr. Brcwster can do 
anything about getting them fixed, 
he will have an important side ac- 
complishment to his credit. 


Other difficulties might be hard- 
er to solve. Our own resort opera- 
a, tors wouldn't like the idea at all— 
including those in Mr. Brewstcr's 
own state of Maine, who take in 
about 100 million tourist dollars a 
season. Seeing America first is a 
big business. 
Some people just wouldn't want 


to fly the ocean. Also there is the 
chance that many of the several 
million young Americans who went 
touring at government expense dur- 
ing the war have had their fill of 
•foreign parts for a long time to 
come. Others may shy away from 
foreign trav.al for a. different rea- 
v son, after having done some post- 


war winter training for it in Ha- 
vana. Twenty-five bucks a day for 
a $3 hotel room can satisfy a hun- 
ger for the exotic pretty quickly. 


So there would probably have to 
be a big selling job done in this 
country before our vacationers star- 
ted heading for the Atlantic like so 
many lemmings. And the European 
governments which would play host 
to the visitors would have to give 
som.e of their citizens a short in- 
doctrination course. The quaint old 
custom of socking the 
American 


.tf.i tourist from two io four times the 
normal price for everything would 
have to be abandoned, too.

A peacetime American invasion 


of Europe has been suggested by 
Sen. Owen Brcwster as a help to- 
ward getting the war-weary coun- 
tries back on their fiscal feet. Mr. 
Brewster would open up a second 
front in England and on the conti- 
nent with a large force of tourists. 
Their spending, he believes, would 


•S be a pleasant means of building,up 
American "imports" and 
Europ- 
ean dollar balances. 
This suggestion would have been 


impossible, of course, without the 
airplane. Before the wax American 
travel in Europe was largely con- 
fined to businessmen, people with 
plenty of money and leisure, and 
schoolteachers who, though not too 
ilush, had a nice long 
vacation. 


For the millions who get two weeks 
olt' a year, the long boat trip made 
a European holiday too short to be 
worth while, even if they had the 


,j5 money. 
- 
Now the time problem has been 


solved. But • there are still 
draw- 


backs in the Brewster plan. Plane 
fares are about $100 too high, due 
to the insistence of Britian's govern- 
ment-monopoly airlines. Travel re- 
strictions and red tape arc irksome. 
These conditions can and should be 
remedied. If Mr. Brcwster can do 
anything about getting them fixed, 
he will have an important side ac- 
complishment to his credit. 


Other difficulties might be hard- 
er to solve. Our own resort opera- 
a, tors wouldn't like the idea at all— 
including those in Mr. Brewstcr's 
own state of Maine, who take in 
about 100 million tourist dollars a 
season. Seeing America first is a 
big business. 
Some people just wouldn't want 


to fly the ocean. Also there is the 
chance that many of the several 
million young Americans who went 
touring at government expense dur- 
ing the war have had their fill of 
•foreign parts for a long time to 
come. Others may shy away from 
foreign trav.al for a. different rea- 
v son, after having done some post- 


war winter training for it in Ha- 
vana. Twenty-five bucks a day for 
a $3 hotel room can satisfy a hun- 
ger for the exotic pretty quickly.

A peacetime American invasion 


of Europe has been suggested by 
Sen. Owen Brcwster as a help to- 
ward getting the war-weary coun- 
tries back on their fiscal feet. Mr. 
Brewster would open up a second 
front in England and on the conti- 
nent with a large force of tourists. 
Their spending, he believes, would 


•S be a pleasant means of building,up 
American "imports" and 
Europ- 
ean dollar balances. 
This suggestion would have been 


impossible, of course, without the 
airplane. Before the wax American 
travel in Europe was largely con- 
fined to businessmen, people with 
plenty of money and leisure, and 
schoolteachers who, though not too 
ilush, had a nice long 
vacation. 


For the millions who get two weeks 
olt' a year, the long boat trip made 
a European holiday too short to be 
worth while, even if they had the 


,j5 money. 
- 
Now the time problem has been 


solved. But • there are still 
draw- 


backs in the Brewster plan. Plane 
fares are about $100 too high, due 
to the insistence of Britian's govern- 
ment-monopoly airlines. Travel re- 
strictions and red tape arc irksome. 
These conditions can and should be 
remedied. If Mr. Brcwster can do 
anything about getting them fixed, 
he will have an important side ac- 
complishment to his credit. 


Other difficulties might be hard- 
er to solve. Our own resort opera- 
a, tors wouldn't like the idea at all— 
including those in Mr. Brewstcr's 
own state of Maine, who take in 
about 100 million tourist dollars a 
season. Seeing America first is a 
big business. 
Some people just wouldn't want 


to fly the ocean. Also there is the 
chance that many of the several 
million young Americans who went 
touring at government expense dur- 
ing the war have had their fill of 
•foreign parts for a long time to 
come. Others may shy away from 
foreign trav.al for a. different rea- 
v son, after having done some post- 


war winter training for it in Ha- 
vana. Twenty-five bucks a day for 
a $3 hotel room can satisfy a hun- 
ger for the exotic pretty quickly. 


So there would probably have to 
be a big selling job done in this 
country before our vacationers star- 
ted heading for the Atlantic like so 
many lemmings. And the European 
governments which would play host 
to the visitors would have to give 
som.e of their citizens a short in- 
doctrination course.

Common malaria may 
relapse 


for two or three years after the 
original infection and then disap- 
pear. The disease is not fatal, and 
proper treatment of relapses reduc- 
es their number and 
prevents 


spread of the disease to others. 


Veterans Administration 
urges 


former malaria patients to consult 
a physician as soon as they have 
suggestive malaria symptoms and 
warns them not to try to treat their 
own disease. 
Best treatment for relapses is to 
go to a hospital and stay in bed 
while the physician administers ala- 
brin.e over a seven-day period. If 
nausea and vomiting are troubles- 
ome, injections of the drug can be 
given into the muscle. 


This treatment also is recom- 
mended for thos.a without malarial 
symptoms in whom the parasites 
are discovered in the course of a 
general examination. It may not be 
necessary for these patients to go 
to bed, as they can be given med- 
icine while they are up and around. 
Veterans who have had four or 
more relapses can be given a dif- 
ferent treatment for which 
they 
should report to their physician or 
go to a veterans hospital. 


Develop Immunity 
Servicemen in malarial districts 
were given supprcssive treatment 
of atabrine which heloed to hold 
the disease in check. This method 
is not recommended in a non-mal- 
arial district unless relapses 
are 


coming 
so 
close together 
that 
they are disabling. Most veterans 
who contracted malaria in service 
arc not having any difficulty and 
with each month the possibility will 
become less.

bobby-soxers. And the' one compli- 
ment you can pay any member of 
cither sex that he or she will swal- 
low whole is to say: "How young 
you look!" 


Now this inordinate 
desire 
to 


keep young is not based on the 
fear of death or the love of life, 
but on the conviction that the young 
arc always beautiful and attractive 
and that youth is the time of unal- 
loyed joy. But there is nothing to 
justify tliis silly superstition. 


Not all boys and girls arc beau- 


tiful. Many men and women are 
far better looking in their middle- 
age than they ever were in their 
adolescence. As for attractiveness, 
age has youth faded to a farc-thce- 
wcll. Boy's and girls arc only in- 
teresting to their parents and the 
other youngsters as crude and cal- 
low as themselves. They have no 
conversation because they have not 
had lime to r.ead, think, or exper- 
ience anything. But people of even, 
mediocre intelligence become inter- 
esting through sheer accumulation 
of the knowledge that the 
years 


have brought them. 
Youth Suffers More 
Nor is youth the best time of life. 


On the contrary, it is a time of 
poignant suffering, when molehills 
bulk as large as mountains and 
when pinpricks stab deeper than 
sword thrusts do later on. Youth 
is miseable because 
.everything 


seems final to it. It has not lived 
long enough to find out* that sun- 
shine always follows rain, and so 
it believes that when it weeps its 
tears will never cease. This is why 
suicide is much more common a- 
mong young people than it is a- 
mong the old. 


Youth suffers through its vanity,

Common malaria may 
relapse 


for two or three years after the 
original infection and then disap- 
pear. The disease is not fatal, and 
proper treatment of relapses reduc- 
es their number and 
prevents 


spread of the disease to others. 


Veterans Administration 
urges 


former malaria patients to consult 
a physician as soon as they have 
suggestive malaria symptoms and 
warns them not to try to treat their 
own disease. 
Best treatment for relapses is to 
go to a hospital and stay in bed 
while the physician administers ala- 
brin.e over a seven-day period. If 
nausea and vomiting are troubles- 
ome, injections of the drug can be 
given into the muscle. 


This treatment also is recom- 
mended for thos.a without malarial 
symptoms in whom the parasites 
are discovered in the course of a 
general examination. It may not be 
necessary for these patients to go 
to bed, as they can be given med- 
icine while they are up and around. 
Veterans who have had four or 
more relapses can be given a dif- 
ferent treatment for which 
they 
should report to their physician or 
go to a veterans hospital. 


Develop Immunity 
Servicemen in malarial districts 
were given supprcssive treatment 
of atabrine which heloed to hold 
the disease in check. This method 
is not recommended in a non-mal- 
arial district unless relapses 
are 


coming 
so 
close together 
that 
they are disabling. Most veterans 
who contracted malaria in service 
arc not having any difficulty and 
with each month the possibility will 
become less.

obsession with us. Elderly men an- 
nually spend millions of dollars on 
patent nostrums in a vain attempt 
to sprout hair on their bald pates 
and raise ;x crop of ambrosial locks. 
Middle-aged women undergo 
the 


tortures of Inquisition trying to at- 
tain a girlish figure and look like 
bobby-soxers. And the' one compli- 
ment you can pay any member of 
cither sex that he or she will swal- 
low whole is to say: "How young 
you look!" 


Now this inordinate 
desire 
to 


keep young is not based on the 
fear of death or the love of life, 
but on the conviction that the young 
arc always beautiful and attractive 
and that youth is the time of unal- 
loyed joy. But there is nothing to 
justify tliis silly superstition. 


Not all boys and girls arc beau- 


tiful. Many men and women are 
far better looking in their middle- 
age than they ever were in their 
adolescence. As for attractiveness, 
age has youth faded to a farc-thce- 
wcll. Boy's and girls arc only in- 
teresting to their parents and the 
other youngsters as crude and cal- 
low as themselves. They have no 
conversation because they have not 
had lime to r.ead, think, or exper- 
ience anything. But people of even, 
mediocre intelligence become inter- 
esting through sheer accumulation 
of the knowledge that the 
years 


have brought them. 
Youth Suffers More 
Nor is youth the best time of life. 


On the contrary, it is a time of 
poignant suffering, when molehills 
bulk as large as mountains and 
when pinpricks stab deeper than 
sword thrusts do later on. Youth 
is miseable because 
.everything 


seems final to it. It has not lived 
long enough to find out* that sun- 
shine always follows rain, and so 
it believes that when it weeps its 
tears will never cease.

Youth suffers through its vanity,

Common malaria may 
relapse 


for two or three years after the 
original infection and then disap- 
pear. The disease is not fatal, and 
proper treatment of relapses reduc- 
es their number and 
prevents 


spread of the disease to others. 


Veterans Administration 
urges 


former malaria patients to consult 
a physician as soon as they have 
suggestive malaria symptoms and 
warns them not to try to treat their 
own disease. 
Best treatment for relapses is to 
go to a hospital and stay in bed 
while the physician administers ala- 
brin.e over a seven-day period. If 
nausea and vomiting are troubles- 
ome, injections of the drug can be 
given into the muscle. 


This treatment also is recom- 
mended for thos.a without malarial 
symptoms in whom the parasites 
are discovered in the course of a 
general examination. It may not be 
necessary for these patients to go 
to bed, as they can be given med- 
icine while they are up and around. 
Veterans who have had four or 
more relapses can be given a dif- 
ferent treatment for which 
they 
should report to their physician or 
go to a veterans hospital. 


Develop Immunity 
Servicemen in malarial districts 
were given supprcssive treatment 
of atabrine which heloed to hold 
the disease in check. This method 
is not recommended in a non-mal- 
arial district unless relapses 
are 


coming 
so 
close together 
that 
they are disabling. Most veterans 
who contracted malaria in service 
arc not having any difficulty and 
with each month the possibility will 
become less.

Now this inordinate

keep young is not based on the 
fear of death or the love of life, 
but on the conviction that the young 
arc always beautiful and attractive 
and that youth is the time of unal- 
loyed joy.

Not all boys and girls arc beau- 


tiful. Many men and women are 
far better looking in their middle- 
age than they ever were in their 
adolescence.

Youth Suffers More 
Nor is youth the best time of life.

seems final to it. It has not lived 
long enough to find out* that sun- 
shine always follows rain, and so 
it believes that when it weeps its 
tears will never cease.

The word "fan," meaning an en- 
thusiast, as for a ball club or

pulsory in musical comedies but

to in a 
newspaper. We arc pretty nice 


Because the idolaters of moving' 
picture people wrote so many let- 
ters to them, practically all grat- 
_mous mail came to be known as 
fan mail. This certainly is a belit- 
Uing generality as to most of the 
spontaneous letters received by a 
cosmic columnist. Some of them 
nro beautiful expressions of ideal- 
ism and principle, some reveal im- 
portant 
information 
and 
among 


them consistently are scholarly ar- 
guments. 


The term "ham,"' meaning an 
actor whether on the stage, 
the 


screen or the radio, is an abbrevia-

came obsolete, and then, just after 
the other war, strangely came back 
and has been with us ever since.

for the .$3,750.000,000 British loan 
when it was approved by Congress 
a year ago, told a reporter he re- 
gards recent action by the British 
Parliament as putting an end to 
private cotton trading. 


(Parliament earlier this month 
passed a bill banning private im- 
portation of cotton and closing the 
Liverpool cotton, exchange. The bill 
provides for a government com- 
mission to buv the fiber in bulk 
lots, as was done during the war. 
England also maintains controls 
over wool transactions.) 


"We are up against a wall of 
state monopolies in the sale 
of 


woo] 
and cotton and any interna- 


tional trade agreement is doomed 
to failure until we succeed in get- 
ting Great Britain and Russia to 
agree to a m-ivatc trading sys:em 
again," O'Mahoney declared, add- 
ing: 


The British are using our own 
loans again-t v. to finance these 
operations. The Russians are doing 
the sam.3 thing in the way of oper- 
ating state mon polios." 


Because foreign governments, in- 
stead of individuals, do the buying 
and selling, O'Mahoncy said it is 
important that Congress give the 
domestic wool industry a guaran- 
tee of price support by approving 
a pending bill.

The word "fan," meaning an en- 
thusiast, as for a ball club or

actor, originally 


•- was exclusively a baseball term

Sport copy in those days 
was done almost entirely in a jar-

Because the idolaters of moving' 
picture people wrote so many let- 
ters to them, practically all grat- 
_mous mail came to be known as 
fan mail. This certainly is a belit- 
Uing generality as to most of the 
spontaneous letters received by a 
cosmic columnist. Some of them 
nro beautiful expressions of ideal- 
ism and principle, some reveal im-

The word "fan," meaning an en- 
thusiast, as for a ball club or 
a 
a-moving picture 
actor, originally 


•- was exclusively a baseball term 


and was an abbreviation of "fa- 
natic." I think it first came into 
use, strictly as sport-side 
slang 


about 1900. Sport copy in those days 
was done almost entirely in a jar- 
gon as laborious and artificial as 
the stuff which today is written, 
but hardly ever spoken,

language of jive. One common jive 
term, the commonest, I guess, is 
unmistakably obscene and another 
slang word in current use, even by 
women, is an abbreviation of

Our acceptance of 
several 
such expressions in the last fifteen 
or twenty years has been a de- 
velopment that might interest

student of our morals. Concurrent- 
ly we developed a tolerance, even 
an appetite, for 
humor 
dealing 
with sexual depravity and for some 
other hilarity that is almost com- 
pulsory in musical comedies but 
can t even 
be referred 
to in a 
newspaper. We arc pretty nice 


Because the idolaters of moving' 
picture people wrote so many let- 
ters to them, practically all grat- 
_mous mail came to be known as 
fan mail. This certainly is a belit- 
Uing generality as to most of the 
spontaneous letters received by a 
cosmic columnist. Some of them 
nro beautiful expressions of ideal- 
ism and principle, some reveal im- 
portant 
information 
and 
among 


them consistently are scholarly ar- 
guments. 


The term "ham,"' meaning an 
actor whether on the stage, 
the 


screen or the radio, is an abbrevia- 
tion of the common, slightly deri- 
sive name for actors about 
the 
turn of the century — ham-fat or 
ham-fatter. I have heard that it 
came from the fact that, before 
the higher development of cosmet- 
ics and make-up, the actor greased

a 
look. 
"Sock" served a term, then 
be- 


came obsolete, and then, just after 
the other war, strangely came back 
and has been with us ever since. 
"Biff" as a verb and-noun, was 


contemporaneous with soak but, 
having vanished, never came back. 
In the days that I am 
recalling, 
and without nostalgia, because it 
makes a fellow sheepish now just 
to remember language that w:is re- 
garded as the last word, then

The Wyoming senator, who voted 


for the .$3,750.000,000 British loan 
when it was approved by Congress 
a year ago, told a reporter he re- 
gards recent action by the British 
Parliament as putting an end to 
private cotton trading. 


(Parliament earlier this month 
passed a bill banning private im- 
portation of cotton and closing the 
Liverpool cotton, exchange. The bill 
provides for a government com- 
mission to buv the fiber in bulk 
lots, as was done during the war. 
England also maintains controls 
over wool transactions.) 


"We are up against a wall of 
state monopolies in the sale 
of 


woo] 
and cotton and any interna- 


tional trade agreement is doomed 
to failure until we succeed in get- 
ting Great Britain and Russia to 
agree to a m-ivatc trading sys:em 
again," O'Mahoney declared, add- 
ing: 


The British are using our own 
loans again-t v. to finance these 
operations. The Russians are doing 
the sam.3 thing in the way of oper- 
ating state mon polios." 


Because foreign governments, in- 
stead of individuals, do the buying 
and selling, O'Mahoncy said it is 
important that Congress give the 
domestic wool industry a guaran- 
tee of price support by approving 
a pending bill.
